HOW TO USE A LIBRARY. 


Somo 
Salutary 
Advice 
From au tx- 


pcrleiiceii Zilbruriuii—Mr. Haye3 of Soiu- 
orvllle. 
Jolm S. Hayes, librarian of the Somer- 


ville library, who has spent his life among 
books, aud is a recognized authority in 
book lore, delivered the fourth of tbe 
series of Sunday evening, addresses last 
Sunday on the general theme of "The 
Higher Life." His subject was "How to 
Use a Public Library." 


The address was interesting and pre- 


sented a variety of important suggestions. 
He spoke very plainly on the question of 
novel reading In its various phases. 


Amon;j other things he said: 
"At the onset we meet this fact that 


that there arc many, far too many, who 
do not use a public library,or any library, 
because they do not know how,or because 
there seems to be an impossible distance 
to be spanned, or because in the whirl of 
life, in lie gathering success of life, books 
do not seem to be of any importance. 


"Let us concede that all books may bo 


helpful and any bouk harmful. 
"Whether 


it be helpful o? harmful depends upon the 
reader. A so-ca'.led sensational novel 
may be a rest to a- scientific or philosoph- 
ical mind. A book of science may be a 
damage to one who looks upon it from 
the low plane of mere amusement. 
Pre- 


conception has much to do with present 
judgment. 


"The art of reading to the best advan- 


tage implies the command of adequate time 
to read. The art of having to read lies in 
learning'how to make the most of our 
time. Days are short and time is fleeting, 
but one's days never hold less than 24 hours. 
Engrossing as one's occupations may be, 
they need never consume all .the time re- 
maining from 
sleep, refreshment and 


needful exercise. 
<:Few books can be read though, from 


cover to cover. A student learns to 
squeeze a book. Xot that the whole book 
is not valuable, but that certain portions 
of a book are helpful to him. This does 
not mean that no books are to be studied 
thoroughly. That is necessary, but in the 
use of a public library, it should be un- 
derstood that much study is by topic. It 
is true that a course of reading is valu-

This is a con- 
dition of things for -which organized la- 
bor has agitated for many years, Lnt it 
ia a victory which will be snatched from 
labor if a very carefnl oye ia not kept 
npou the state legislature daring this 
and the nert succeeding three months. 
Tha contractors wharfattened on convict 
labor ara not in love with the new or- 
der, and they can bo depended upon to 
do what lies in their power to nnllify 
the provisions of tha prohibitory clause 
of the constitution. There ara corpora- 
tion lawyers who are adepts in tha ait 
of amending inconvenient laws so as to 
make them conform to the views oi 
their employers, and without doubt Borne 
of thesa able legal goritry will try theii 
brains on tha convict Inbor problem. Nc 
labor man need be surprised, either, ii 
the scheme of tha corporation lawyers j 
should take the form, of a bill ostensibly 
in the interest of organized labor. Thie 
is an old. trick, but one that still de- 
ceives many. 


Tho Central Labor union of this city 


and Typographical Union No. 98 are re- 
ported as having appointed committees 
to considar the so called enforoad idle- 
ness entailed upon convicts by the aboli- 
tion of the contract system in prisons 
for the purpose of evolving a remedy for 
ic. It is said that the organizations have 
engaged a prominent lawyer, who it 
now at ivork on the draft of a bill foi 
lucre-election as the coming session oi 
the legislature. 


In the absence of exact information a 


to -what form this bill will take, it may 
be said in a general way that labor or- 
ganizations will do 'well to be slow 
about indorsing any amendment to the 
law. As it now stands it prohibits the 
employment of convicc labor in competi- 
tion with free, honest labor, and this i= 
what organized labor has all along de- 
sired. The great danger in consenting to 
any amendment whatever to tha law oi 
to the introduction of any bill that in 
the slightest degree modifies the pres- 
ent prohibition against contract labor 
lies in the fact that the corporation in- 
terests are almost certain to take advan- 
tage of finch a concession by the labor 
unions to put through aii amendment; oi 
their own — yes, and to pass it off as a 
labor mcasaro or one that- has labor's 
indorsement. 
With tham it is always 


clearly a case of "give them an inch, 
they'll takou yard." It is perhaps wiser 
to give them no opening, however slight. 


As for the convicts, they are just now 


the objects of much hypocritical sympa- 
thy on the pare of interested folk, who 
wonder what the poor fellows will do 
now that there is lib work for them. 
It 


ia feared they will go crazy in solitary 
and 
unemployed 
confinement. 
The 


changes will bo rung on this by ovary 
politician, legislator and newspaper iu 
tho corporation interests during the next 
four months, whi-a the legislature is in 
session. The facts do not warrant tho 
assumption that the convicts will go 
crazy for lack of work 
unless some 


change be made. If the state and coun- 
ty officials understand once for all that 
there is to be no resumption of contract 
labor and no coquetting with tbe law, 
but a strict enforcement of it demanded, 
they will find employment for tho con- 
victs sufficient to keep them ia proper 
physical and mental condition. 
The 


nuuinfactura of goods to be used in state 
institutions, which iuclndes state hos- 
pitals, asylums, etc., will of itself afford 
no inconsiderable amount of work for 
convicts. — Brooklyn Oilmen.

other In the throng which surrounded the 
station, each seeking some point of v£un- 


for a last look at tlie departing 


party. 


Tha day dawned with the blustery 


quality oi March weather which brooks 
no good prearranged programs. 
Chill- 


ing blasts of wind were followed by JK- 
ful flurries of snow, and then In turn by 
shec-ls of sleet and icy. rainfall. But as 
the day advanced the weather promises 
of 
the morning were not redeemed. 


There was a decided moderation In Ihe 
temperature, .with now and then a. ray 
of sunshine, and by noon all traces of 
snow had disappeared.

Then came private No. 303 
tind private car No. 38, in the rear. Car 
No. 3S is the one occupied by the presi- 
dent-elect and Mrs. McKin'.ej-. It i:; a 
private car without a name,'save that 
It Is known all over the Pan-Handle sys- 
tem aa "No. 3S." The walls In it are of 
white oak, planked soilid, instead of Ihe 
usual studding. If It should roll down 
an embankment the sides would

break, and it would resist filmost any 
kind of a shock in a collision. The top 
Is 11 double frame work of steel and the 
celling Is thoroughly cushioned.

Promptly at G p. m., the bands, mili- 


tary, clubs and citizens began to or- 
ganize, in the City Hall square. Captain 
Harry Frieze, who commanded the Ca- 
mous Cariton'troop during the campaign, 
was chief.marshal. The Canton troop is 
an organization of nearly 100 Republican 
citizens, organized early In the cam- 
paign, to.receive, escort and otherwise 
entertain the visiting delegations.

HOW TO USE A LIBKARY. ' 


Somo 
Snlutary 
Advice 
Prom an 
Ex- 


perienced Librarian—Mr. Hnyes of Somr 
orvillc. 
John S. Hayes, librarian of the Somer- 


ville library, who has spent his life among 
Docks, and is a recognized authority in 
book lore, delivered the fourth of tlie 
series of Sunday evening addresses last 
Sunday on the general theme of "The 
Higher Life." His subject was "How to 
Uso a Public Library." 


The address was interesting, and pre- 


sented a variety of important suggestions. 
He spoke very plainly on the question of 
novel reading in Its various phases. 


Among other things he said: 
"At the onset we meet this fact that 


that there are many, far too many, who 
do not use a public library,or any library, 
because they do not know how,or-because 
there seems to be an impossible distance 
to be spanned, or because in the whirl of 
life, in the gathering success of life, books 
do not seem to be of any importance. 


"Lot us concede that all books may be 


helpful and any book harmful. 
Whether 


it be helpful or harmful depends upon the 
reader. 
A so-called senaa.tional novel 


may lie a rest to a scientific or philosoph- 
ical mind. A book of science may bt; a 
damage to one who looks upon it from 
the low plane of mere amusement. Pre- 
conception has much to do with present 
Judgment, 


"The art of reading to the best advan- 


tage Implies the command of adequate time 
to read. The art of having to read lies in 
learning how U> maka the most of our 
time. Days arc short and time is fleeting, 
but one's days never hold less than 24 hours. 
Engrossing as one's occupations may be. 
they need never consume all the time re- 
maining from 
sleep, refreshment and 


needful exercise. 


"Few books can be- read though, from 


cover to cover. A student learns to 
squeeze a book. Not that the whole book 
is not. valuable, hnt that certain portions 
of a book are helpful to him. This does 
not mean that no books are to be studied 
thoroughly. That is necessary, out In the 
use oi a public library, it should be un- 
derstood that much study is by topic. It 
is true that a course of reading Is valu- 
able. But it is valuable 
slavishly bound to it.

TIio >"ew law Will Eo Attacked by the 


Tools of t]ie Coiibractorfl. 


• Contract ccavicc labor ceased iu this 
Etate with the old year. Prisoners can 
now be employed ouly.in the manufao- 
tnre or preparation o£ materials to ba 
used in ssite institutions. This is a con- 
dition of things for which organized la-. 
bor has agitated for many years, but it j 
is a victory which will be snutched from 
labor if a very careful eye is not kept 
npon the state legislature during tliia 
and the nest succeeding three mouths. 
The contractors wboJ?atteuedon convict 
labor are not in IOVB with the new or- 
der, and ther'can be depended npou to 
do what lies in their power to nullify 
the provisions of the prohibitory cluusa 
of the constitution. .There are corpora- 
tion lawyers who are adepts in the art 
of amending inconvenienc laws so ns to 
make them conform to the views of 
their employers,aud withcntdonbtsome 
of theso able legal gentry will try theii 
brains on the convict labor problem. Na. 
labor man meed be surprised, either, ii 
the scheme of the corporation lawyers 
should take the form of a bill ostensibly 
in the interest of organized labor. This 
is an old trioU, but one tbat still de- 
ceives many. 


Tho Central Labor nuion of this citj 


and Typographies^ Union No. 98 ara re- 
ported as having appointed committees 
to consider the so called enforced idle- 
ness entailed upon convicta by the aboli- 
tion of the contrnc't system in. prisons 
for tbe purpose of evolving a remedy for 
it. It is eaid that the organizations have 
engaged a prominent lawyer, who ii 
now at work on ths draft of a bill foi 
introduction at the coming session ol 
the legislature. 


In the absence of exact information a 


to what form this till will take, it may 
ba said in a general way that labor or- 
ganizations will do well to bo slow 
abont indorsing any amendment to tbe j 
law. As it now stands it prohibits the 
employment of convict labor in competi- 
tion with free, honest labor, and this is 
what organized labor hae all along de- 
sired. The great clanger in consenting to 
any amendment whatever to the law 01 
to the introduction of any bill that in 
the ^lightest degree modifies the pres- 
ent prohibition against contract labor 
lies in the fact that the corporation in- 
terests are almost certain to take advan- 
tage of snch a concession by the labor 
unions to pnt through an amendment of 
thair own—yes, aud to pass it off ^33 a 
labor measure or one that has la'bor's 
indorEcmeut. 
With thorn it is always i 


clearly a cose of "give them an inch, | 
they'll take a yard." It is perhaps wiser 
to give them no opening, however slight. 


As for the convicts, they are jnst now 


the objects of much hypocritical sympa- 
thy on the part of interested folk, who 
wouder what the poor fellows will do 
row that tbero is DO work for them.

is feared they will go crazy in solitary 
and 
unemployed 
confinement. 
Tha 


changes will be ruug on this by every 
politician, legislator nud newspaper in 
the corporation interests during the next 
four mouths, while the legislature is ic 
session. The facts do cot warrant the 
assumption that the convicts will go 
crazy for lack of work 
unless eoma 


change ba made. If the state and coun- 
ty officials understand ouuo for all that 
thara is to bs no resumption of contract 
labor and no coquettiug with tbe law, 
but a strict enforcement of itdemanded, 
they will liud employineut for the con- 
victs sufficient to keep them in proper 
physical and mental condition.
